The reply filed on February 3, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omissions or 
matters: Applicant has failed to amend the application in accordance with 37 CFR 1. 121, as set forth in MPEP 714. Specifically, the 
amendment to the specification is improper since it does not show the changes made as required by 37 CFR 1. 121, nor does it include 
the paragraph or section and only the paragraph or section including the changes. The amendment to the claims is also improper for 
several reasons. Firstly, all claims currently pending, withdrawn or cancelled in the application must appear in any amendment to the 
claims. Each claim must include a status identifier in parentheses at the beginning of the respective claim. The only status identifiers 
that are considered proper are listed in MPEP 714. Furthermore, the manna - of adding and deleting language from the claims is 
clearly and specifically set forth in MPEP 714. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, 
applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which 
to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
